Mugabe says whites 
will be in coalition 


SALISBURY (Reuter). — Militant 
black leader Robert Mugabe, out- 
right victor In elections to end nine 
decades of white domination In 
Rhodesia, yesterday began forming 
a coalition- government which he 
said would include whites. 

Jubilation among his supporters 
and apprehension among whites 
greeted. the' official announcement 
-early yesterday that the radical 
left-wing guerrilla chief had won 07 
of the 80 seats reserved for blacks 
in the first 100-member Zimbabwe 
parliament. The remaining 20 seats 
have been designated for whites. 

The results ended an era In 
Rhodesia’s turbulent history, giv- 
ing power to the man whose forces 
bore the brunt of the seven-year 
war which forced the independence 
vote on., a reluctant alliance of 
whites and .moderate -blacks. 

/ The three -day. election ga v e 
Mugabe's former ally, Joshua 
Nkomo. 20 seats jand left outgoing 
Premier Abel Musorewa with only 
three seats. 

. Mugabe quickly set about 
spreading a. message of national 
reconciliation and scheduled talks 
last night with Nkomo to lay the 
basis of a coalition- that would 
revive their war-time Patriotic 
Front alliance. 

British Governor Lord Soames in- 
vited Mugabe to form a new 
government shortly after the of- 
ficial announcement of the results, 

Mugabe and Nkomo campaigned 
separately for the February 27 to 29 
independence vote, biit at a packed 
open-air press conference at his 
elegant suburban-home yesterday, 
Mugabe declared: "This is a vic- 
tory for the Patriotic Front as a 
whole.”- 

Nkomo, too, pledged himself to 
work with Mugabe. “What 


everyone must do Is accept these 
results.” he said. "They give us one 
result — the Independence of Zim- 
babwe. I do not think fighting is 
good for a young country." 

Mugabe said: "Our theme Is one 
of reconciliation.. ..We have no In- 
tention of victimizing the 
minority....We will ensure that 
there’s place for everybody. 

“We will have people of all races 
In our cabinet. As long as we are 
able to get the men of merit, tbe 
colour of their skin doesn’t 
matter," he told a reporter who 
asked if his government would in- 
clude whites. 

Mugabe said he would broaden 
his coalition by introducing others, 
presumably followers of 
Muzorewa. 

But the bishop adopted an am- 
biguous attitude to the. election, 
which brought to an abrupt halt tbe 
premiership he exercised for only 
six months and nine days. Appear 
ing grim-faced at a press con- 
ference. later, the former premier 
declared angrily: "The election 
was totally and absolutely unfree 
and' unfair and in no way 
demonstrated the true will of our 
people In determining their own 
future.’* 

Israel Radio reported yesterday 
that, when the election results were 
announced, members of the 
Salisbury Jewish community had 
assembled in their synagogue to 
arrange for self-defence in the 
event of anti- white disturbances. 

Although community members 
stressed they did not see Jews as a 
specific target, the radio said, they 
feared general anti-white violence 
would touch the Jewish community 
as well. Weapons were reportedly 
distributed to younger members of 
the community. 


Iran rejects students’ terms 


for UN panel to see hostages 


TEHERAN. — Efforts by the UN 
commission to see the American 
embassy hostages ran into serious 
problems yesterday after the 
hostages’ student captors set terms 
unacceptable ; to the Iranian 
Government. 

A student statement revealed, 
that President Abolhassan Bani- 
Sadr and Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh had rejected as too 
restrictive the conditions laid down 
by the radical Moslem students at a 
meeting on Monday night. 

Two student representatives told 
the Iranian leaders and three other 
members of the ruling 
Revolutionary -Council that the UN 
panel could see only some of the 49 
captives and only then as witnesses 
in its Inquiry into the shah's alleged 
crimes. • • . 

The statement quoted the 
Revolutionary Council delegates as 


saying that a meeting with the 
hostages was part of the com- 
mission’s task in Iran and had been 
promised by the Teheran govern- 
ment. 


There was no immediate reaction 
from the government to the student 
statement but UN spokesman 
Samir Sam bar said that tbe com- 
mission still hoped to see the 
hostages and would meet Ghotb- 
zadeh again today for the eighth 
time since it arrived here 11 days 
ago. 


In another development, Ghotb- 
zadeh rejected a request by the 
prosecutor-general that Victor 
Tomsetb, one of three U.S. 
diplomats in custody at the Foreign 
Ministry, be handed over to the 
revolutionary courts for question- 
ing about alleged links with an Ira- 
nian terrorist group. (Reuter, AP).

WASHINGTON. — President Jim- 
my Carter’s unprecedented admis- 
sion that the U.S. erred last Satur- 
day by voting in favour of a un- 
animous UN Security Council 
resolution condemning Israeli 
settlements was partially designed 
to avert an angry Israeli cabinet 
response yesterday. 


Without the statement of error, 
reliable U.S. sources said yester- 
day, the president feared that 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
and his cabinet might retaliate 
"Irrationally" by announcing tbe 
establishment of even more 
settlements and possibly even 
abandoning the Palestinian 
autonomy negotiations. 

The sources acknowledged that 
Carter’s unusual late-night state- 
ment, Issued at 10 p.m. Monday (5 
a.m. Tuesday Israel time), was 
also designed to ease opposition 
from the American Jewish com- 
munity and other supporters of 
Israel. 

UN Ambassador Donald 
McHenry, meeting with reporters 
yesterday at a breakfast sponsored 
by "Foreign Policy" magazine, in- 
dicated that he was not pleased by 
Carter’s admission. McHenry said 
he had cast the U.S. vote on Satur- 
day on the basis of firm instructions 
from Washington, 
i Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
{yesterday afternoon accepted full 
[responsibility for. the “failure of 
(communication’’ in explaining 
properly the U.S. stance to 
McHenry. 

“The U.S. vote in.fbe UN was ap- 
proved with theunderstandlng that 
ail references to Jerusalem would 
be deleted,*-' Carter said.- "The 
failure to communicate this clearly 
resulted in a vote In favour of the 
resolution rather than abstention." 

This latest diplomatic flap has 
clearly jolted the administration. 
Diplomatic observers here could 
not recall another Instance when 
any president admitted that the 
U.S. had made a mistake on such & 
sensitive Issue.

Sadat views UN

CAIRO. — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat yesterday ignored 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter's 
attempt to backtrack on U.S. sup- 
port for the UN Security Council 
settlements resolution. He said that 
the original U.S. vote for dismantl- 
ing the settlements reflected 
Washington’s balanced policies In 
tbe Middle East. 

And an Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry official, who declined to be 
Identified, said the Egyptian 
government “sees a commitment" 
to support the resolution on the part 
of tbe countries which voted to ap- 
prove It: 

In Beirut, PLO spokesman Majed 
Abu Sharer said Carter’s statement 
going back on the U.S. vote was a 
new incentive to strike against 
American interests. 

Sharar said: "President Carter 
represents the worst form of 
American policy. By dissociating 
himself from the American vote on 
the resolution condemning 
settlements he is only shocking 
those who are under an Illusion 
(regarding American policy) or 
who are running after the 
American mirage.”

Tbe Cost-of-Livlng compensation

President Jimmy Carter’s 
apologetic letter to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, ex- 
plaining what went wrong with 
the U.S. vote on the Security 
Council censure of Israel last 
Saturday, did little to assuage 
the anger of the cabinet at its 
weekly session yesterday. 

Begin will deliver a government 
statement on the matter In the 
Knesset tomorrow morning, follow- 
ed by & full-dress plenum debate. 

The cabinet said in a five-point 
decision tost the support which the 
U.S. representative on tbe Security 
Council gave to its “repugnant 
. resolution gives rise to deep resent- 

■ ment and sharp protest among tbe 

■ people of Israel.” 

Begin read Carter’s letter t.o his 
colleagues at Carter's express re- 
: quest. The full text arrived during 
toe course of the session. 

Several ministers said Israel bad 
grounds for concern over the U.S. 
vote, despite the explanation 
offered by Carter. However, the 
cabinet statement mainly referred 
to the actual resolution, rejecting 
its condemnation of Israeli settle- 
ment In the areas In general and in 
Jerusalem in particular. 

Jerusalem, Israel's eternal 
capital, is all under Israeli 
sovereignty, an undivided city In 
which one neighbourhood is no 
different from another, the cabinet 
decision said. Jewish settlement in 
Eretz Israel Is an inalienable right. 
Integrated in national security, it 
added. 

While the cabinet had no problem 
rallying unanimous condemnation 
of the UN resolution and criticism 
of the U.S. vote, it split dramatical- 
ly over the Issue of a Jewish 
presence in Hebron. Tbe cabinet 
agenda contained Hebron settle- 
ment s s Its first item, but it was 
again crowded out by the council 
episode, and by reports from 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
and Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
(see page 2). 

. The absence abroad of 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
chief advocate of Jewish settlement 
Inside Hebron, may also explain in 
part why no decisions were taken 
yesterday. After acrimonious ex- 
changes between a number of 
ministers. Begin ruled that the next 
cabinet meeting would take up 
“practical proposals on Hebron." 

According to acting cabinet 
secretary Michael Nir, these 
proposals would be submitted by 
any minister who so desires. Nir 
said it was likely that Housing 
Minister David Levy would sub- 
mit his own plans since his interest 
in Hebron settlement was no secret. 


The three Democratic Movement 


ministers, at least two liberals, and 
Weizman, totally rejected settling 
Jews in Hebron at yesterday’s 
meeting. A third Liberal, Moshe 
Nisslm. Is On record as favouring 
an educational or cultural founda- 
tion there; a fourth, Yitshak 
Moda'l, has not yet expressed his 
opinion. 

Weizman shook his colleagues 
when he said: “We are making 
everyone sick and tired of us. We 
spend time on marginal matters 
like Hebron and Etion Moreh, and 
this drags on endlessly. Things can- 
not carry on like this any more.” 

Begin: “Keep your voice down, 
please! I’m tbe chairman here. It's 
I who set the tone at this meeting, 
not you.” 

Wetsman: “If a proposal is tabled 
here to settle Jews in Hebron I shall 
vote against It." 

Begin: “Yet you supported the 
original cabinet decision in princi- 
ple emphasizing Israel's right to 
settle in Hebron." 

Weizman: “1 would ask you, too, 
not to raise your voice to me." 

Begin: “I'm conducting this 
meeting." 

Tbe cabinet statement said: 

• The government of Israel un- 
equivocally rejects the Security 
Council resolution of I March 
regarding Jewish settlement in 
Eretz Israel. 

There is no difference what- 
soever between the quarters within 
Jerusalem, one city completely un- 
der Israeli sovereignty, our eternal 
capital, in which free access Is 
assured for members of all faiths to 
the holy places. 

• Jewish settlement in Eretz 
Israel is an inalienable right; this 
right is an integral part of the 
nation's security. 

• The support of the United States 
representative for the repugnant 
resolution of toe Security Council 
gives rise to deep resentment and 
sharp protest among toe people of 
Israel. 

The prime minister brought to 
toe attention of the cabinet the con- 
tents of the letter of tbe president of 
toe United States to the prime 
minister. 

• The minister of the interior 
reported on talks concerning toe 
autonomy (regime) for the Arab 
residents in Judea, Samaria and 
the Gaza District. 

• The minister of defence reported 
on the discussions of the com- 
mittees for normalization with 
Egypt. 

• With regard to toe cabinet deci- 
sion of 17 February, concerning 
Hebron, the prime minister an- 
nounced that practical proposals on 
the matter will be brought to the 
next session of the cabinet.

Khalil, unhappy with timing 
of Giscard’s statements

PARIS. — Egyptian Premier 
Mustapha Khalil was last night 
reported to have told “Le Monde" 
that he supported President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing'a call for 
Palestinian self-determination, but 
noted that he opposed the timing of 
the French leader’s statement. 

Khalil said that he whs dismayed 
that Giscard chose to speak for toe 
Palestinians at a time when Egypt 
was negotiating the establishment 
of autonomous rule in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip for them. 

In Cairo, Egyptian Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghali said Egypt would, discontinue 
the autonomy talks if no agreement 
was reached by May 26 on ending 
Israeli occupation of Arab lands 
and the elections of a Palestinian 
autonomous council. 

Ghali said Egypt would then 


“resort to other diplomatic in- 
itiatives at various levels including 
the UN." 

May 26 is the date set by the 
Camp David agreement for apply- 
ing self-rule In the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, Ghali was quoted by the 
Middle East News Agency as tell- 
ing Parliament's committees on 
foreign relations, Arab affairs and 
national security. 

Ghali's remarks contrasted 
sharply with Khalils’ statement. 

Khalil said that Egypt was com- 
mitted to continue the Camp David 
process and tbe May 26 deadline did 
not mean “we will stop and find 
another process." 

Khalil, who is doubling as foreign 
minister and Egypt's chief 
autonomy negotiator, suggested 
another Camp Davld-style summit 
for pushing forward the stalled 
negotiations towards a successful 
end before the deadline. 


Britain backs Giscard on Palestinians 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain 
yesterday publicly backed a 
French call for Palestinian self- 
determination within the 
framework of a negotiated Mlddlt 
East settlement. 

A Foreign Office spokesman told 
reporters that a joint communique 
issued after French President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing’a visit to 


Kuwait on Monday was “in line 
with our views wh ich we have been 
discussing with our European 
(Community) partners." 

The spokesman said: “Any so- 
nlution must recognize that the 
Palestinians have the right to self- 
determinatlon within the 
framework of a negotiated 
settlement." 


Lebanese editor’s body found 


BEIRUT (AP). — The body of 
Salim Lawzi, kidnapped Lebanese 
publisher-editor of the London- 
based magazine' “Al-Hawadess,” 
was found Tuesday In a suburb 
southeast of Beirut, it was officially 
reported. 


Lawzi, 58. and his wife were ab- 
ducted at gunpoint 10 days ago 
while en route to Beirut inter- 
national airport to board a London- 
bound jetliner. The wife was releas- 
ed a few hours later. Lawzi 's death 
occurred at least five days ago.

Electric Corp. staff 
may take a ‘holiday’

TEL AVIV. — Electric Corporation 
workers will declare a “holiday** on 
Sunday If management does not 
move towards including a labour 
contract by then, the corporation's 
national works committee an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The decision was reached at a 
workers' meeting which turned 
down a demand by a radical section 
of the staff for a general strike. 
Those calling for the more drastic 
action claimed that the deteriora- 
tion In the company’s labour 
relations was the result of the 
management's political campaign 
aimed at breaking the works com- 
mittee. 


The majority view, however, was 
that a 24-hour “holiday” should suf- 
fice to convince the public, the 
Hist ad rut and the government that 
the next such vacation could be 
longer. 

The company spokesman was not 
available for comment. 

Electric Corporation personnel 


have been working “to rule” in 
protest of the management's rejec- 
tion of the Histadrufs compromise 
proposals. The refusal to do over* 
time is leaving a lot of maintenance 
and repair work undone. 

Meanwhile, more than 50 families 
residing in two buildings in Tel 
Aviv's Yad Eliyahu quarter yester- 
day spent their third day without 
electricity, after their power supply 
was disrupted during Sunday's 
storm. 

Ernst Heihemann, a member of 
the residents committees of the 
buildings, at 17 and 19 Rehov 
LaGuardla. said that the corpora- 
tion had promised repeatedly to 
repair the lines, but have failed to 
do so. 

A number of residents yesterday 
went to the Electric Corporation to 
ask for a resumption of power, but 
were not allowed in, he said.

Last normalization accord by April 8 Nefertiti inaugural today

All the agreements between 
Israel and Egypt on norma li za t ion 
of relations will be signed on or 
before April 8. Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman told the cabinet 
yesterday. . 

Reporting on his contacts with his 
Egyptian counterpart, Kama! 
Hassan AH, Weizman said they will 
hold a final meeting on April 8 in 
Cairo to wind up their joint mission 
— which is to codify normalization 
in a series of signed accords in 
specific fields. 

Weizman said that sub- 
committees had already completed 
their work in communications, land 
and sea traffic, civil aviation, 
culture and science, and tourism. 
The accords in the last two spheres 
will be signed this week, he stated. 


The minister said that two other 
sub-committees will meet on March 
9 in Israel, discussing trade and 
agriculture. 

On March 10, Weizman said, he 
will meet with All in Egypt in the 
forum of the "overall normalization 
headquarters," of which they are 
co-chairmen. An additional work- 
ing group will then be established, 
he said, to set up a border-crossing 
procedure for residents of Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza to visit Egypt, 
and for Palestinian Arabs in Egypt 
to visit the areas. 

He said that on March 23. the 
headquarters will convene in Israel 
and finalize the accords on trade 
and agriculture. 

On April 8, he said, the head- 
quarters will finalize the border* 
crossing arrangement, thus ending 
its operations.

The National Guidance Com- 
mittee includes several leading 
West Bank mayors and represen- 
tatives of other Arab institutions in 
the territories. It excludes 
traditionally pro- Jordanian figures. 


Support for wage freeze, 100% C-o-L

TEL -AVIV. — Histadrut Likud fac- 
tion head MK Meir Cohen yester- 
day supported Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz’s suggestion to 
freeze wages for a year but grant 
100 per cent Cost-of-Living compen- 
sation to protect workers' real 
wages. 

Cohen criticized Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meahel for agreeing to C-o-L 
allowances at only 80 per cent of 
price rises. 

The leftist Hadaah Histadrut fac- 
tion yesterday also rapped 
Meshel'a failure to hold out for 100 
per cent. 

But Mapam's Nattali Ben-Moshe 
supported the agreement, arguing 


that workers would net more 
through an Increase in basic wages 
plus the' 80 perdeiit C-o-L Increment 
than they would get with full 
linkage alone. 

Cohen, however, charged that 
Meshel accepted less than full com- 
pensation because he was counting 
the pennies he would have to pay 
his own employees. Thirty per cent 
of wage earners work for Histadrut 
institutions, and Meshel doesn't 
want to give them the full compen- 
sation, Cohen claimed. 

The Likud also maintained that 
Meshel had made a tactical error 
by failing to hold out for a govern- 
ment promise to update income tax 
brackets four times a year before 
accepting the new C-o-L compensa- 
tion pact.

Thus, 
the government will Insist that 
farmers cut back on dairy and 
poultry farming, and will raise the 

price of water for agriculture to sell 
it at Its real cost, though tMa’ too, 
docs not take account of indirect 
water- subsidies arising from sub- 
sidized electricity. . 

The farmers, tor their part. Say 
they must be given a realistic price 
for their exports, with export incen- 
tives brought back. They also want 
an assurance that capital will be 
available at a reasonable price (i.e. 
subsidized credit). ' 

Other agricultural demands in- 
clude legislation encouraging 
agricultural investments, the 
assurance of a realistic develop- 
ment budget, safeguards for 
agricultural planning with a sub- 
sidy of from 20 to 25 per cent of the 
price to consumers, legislation 
against competing imports, and 
safeguards for the livelihood of new 
settlement areas. 

The government claims that the 
farmers are now selling their 
vegetables at three and four times 
what they charged a year ago. 
These are grossly inflated prices, 
says the government, and have led 
to a fall-off In exports, while the 
fanners have been making hand- 
some profits, since their costs have 
not gone up proportionally. 

The government.ls also In- 
terested in farmers cutting back on 
the number of eggs produced, and 
points out that last year there were 
surpluses of some 200 million eggs 
worth IS35m.

But the finance minister com- 
mands other methods of holding 
down workers’ wages. He may 
refuse to fully adjust tax bracket 
tables with Inflation, raising them, 
rather, by only 70 or 80 per cent of 
the C-o-L Index. Or he could erode 
the next wage compensation pay- 
ment even before it reaches 
workers’ pockets In May by raising 
prices on various and sundry state- 
controlled Items, such as basic food 
products, local taxes, postal fees, 
day-care centres, fuel, electricity 
and many more. If this move is 
made, the real buying power of 
-those extra shekels, when finally 
received, will be much less than 
employees Imagine now. 

The Hlstadrut, on the other hand, 
can still hit the economy with 
strikes. . sanctions and 
demonstrations to back its 
demands, against price rises as 
well as for higher wages. Some 
analysts today believe that labour’s 
strength, during a time of economic 
contraction and with workers 
afraid to lose their jobs, is less than 
In the past. But if Bonk of Israel 
forecasts — that the' economy will 
heat up in several months aa a 
result of massive infusion of 
money, and the expansive fiscal 
1980 budget — bear out, then 
Mechel's clout will increase with 
that of the workers in a surplus- 
demand economy. 

Against this background, the 
proposal Is again being heard that 
the government, Hlatadrut and 
employers sign a "social contract” 
freezing all wages, prices and tax- 
es.

Gafny to slam budget at Knesset c’tee

The state budget will not promote 
restraint and does not follow the 
economic plan drawn up some 
months ago by the Bank of Israel 
and the Treasury. This will be the • 
accusation levelled today by Bank 
of Israel Governor Amon Gafny 
when he speaks to the Knesset’s 
Finance Committee. 

Gafny also will tell the committee 
that there will be a speed-up In 
economic activity in a few months 
because of the budget and the 
government's policy of printing 
money. The government printed 
H4MR>. In January and IL?.lb. in 
February. 

Meanwhile, the central bank has 
halted the devaluation of local 


currency. In fact, the Israel jiound 
has been revalued upward -by some 
1 per cent against the dollar over, 
the past week. The bank says the 
bait In devaluation is not due to its 
Intervention, but has resulted from 
the public selling large amounts of 
foreign currency. 1 
In February the pound was 
devaluated by 6.7 per cent, a larger 
drop than is required By the central 
bank's formula. This came about 
because of the 8tepped*up devalua- 
tion towards the end of the month 
when the public bought large sums 
of foreign c u rreiicy after the an- 
nouncement of new government 
policies — such as the change in the 
currency to shekels and the restric- 
tion to 3500 of joreigncurreptcy cash, 
that individuals may hold.'' '

Arab accepts

The planned eviction of the last 
Arab family living in The heart of 
the Jewish Quarter in. the Old City 
of Jerusalem Was headed oft 
yesterday when the famllsi head,

dinars, the equivalent of TSi. am. 
This was rejected by the .Company 
for the Reconstruction of the 
Jewish Quarter. Yesterday'sagree- 
ment came hours before the plann- 
ed eviction. 

A company spokesman said the 
family would leave within the next 
few days. The Toutungi family has 
lived in the home, which faces the 
Temple Mount, for more than 40 
years. It had rejected offers by the 
company of alternative housing in 
theNusselbeh development in Beit 
Banana pr Azariya. * 

Toutungi applied to the High 
Court of Justice in 1974 on the 
grounds that- this eviction was 

racist hi bring aimed specific ally at 
Arabs.- The court rejected his 
claim. The company maintained 
that Toutungi did not meet the 
criteria set for residence In the 
quarter — which was ex pr o pri ated 
by the’ government — just as cer- 
tain Jewish families evicted from 
Yemln Mbshe did not meet the 
criteria set for residence in that 
reconstructed quarter. 

Mayor Teddy Kbllek yesterday 
justified the ' evacuation- of Arab 
families from the quarter as in 
keeping with Jerusalem's mosaic, 
non-integrative, population 
pattern. .

The committee, set up after the 
November 1978 Baghdad summit, 
controls the "steadfastness funds” 
allotted- to - the people of the 
territories. Several West Bank 
. mayors. Including Shak'a, attended 


Its 'meeting in Amman last week. 

Shakfe and other radical West 
. Bank 'mayors, all members of the 
. pro-PLO "National Guidance Com- 
mittee,” reportedly demanded that 
Jordan ease its control of these 
funds mid give them more say In 
their distribution . But the com- 
mittee turned them down. 

Meanwhile, the Judea and 
Samaria military government has 
rejected a request by Shak'a to be 
allowed to visit Libya. Nablus has a 
"twin city” arrangement with the 
Libyan capital of Tripoli. 

The mayor's request was 
forwarded to the authorities here 
by his wife Aynaya. Military 
government circles reportedly are 
angry with Shak'a for talking to the 
press during his visit to Jordan and 
Qatar. 

The mayor, who was Imprisoned 
for -three weeks last October and 
threatened with banishment for 
allegedly expressing support for 
terrorism, was warned on hla 
release to restrict himself .to 
municipal activities.

-When reporters arrived at the 
seventh floor .of the central Moscow 
block where Sakharov used to live. 


they were hustled back Into the lift 
by two uniformed policemen. 

There was no explanation why 
the correspondents were barred. 
The policemen told one correspon- 
dent that Alexeyeva was not in the 
apartment, “which they claimed was 
occupied only by Sakharov's 
mother-in-law, Ruth Bonner, and a 
friend. 

Alexeyeva did not give a reason 
for calling the press conference. 
She describes herself as engaged to 
a son of S a k harov's wife Yelena 
who Uvea in the U.S.

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38 bankers arrested 
in Italian loan scandal 


ROME lAPl. - Striking: to eoriy- 
morning raids Id fashionable 
neighbourhoods throughout Italy, 
police squnds arrested 3S bank 
presidents and other prominent 
businessmen yesterday and charg- 
ed them with participating in a 
nationwide loan scandal. 

Sources said many of the bankers 
wore surprised In their homes as 
earlv as 6 a.m. and carted off to 
jail.' 

The arrests were ordered by 
Rome Judge Antonio Alibrandi. 
who issued a total of 49 warrants for 
embezdement and related charges. 
It was not known when the remain- 
ing u arrests would be made. The 
accused include top executives or 
former officials of a large number 
of savings banks, including those in 
Milan, Florence. Genoa, Bologna 
and Palermo. 

The charges are related to loans 


allegedly made between 397D and 
1977 In violation of rules fixed for 
Italian savings banks. Basically, 
the bankers were accused of loan- 
ing money to personal friends or 
political allies without obtaining 
adequate guarantees that the 
borrower would be able to repay the 
money. 

One of the most prominent 
arrested bankers was Giordano 
Dell'amore, former chairman of 
Milan's Cassa di Rlsparmio Belle 
Provincie Lombarde, which is 
Italy’s second largest savings bank. 

Fifteen warrants were issued for 
industrialists, construction ex- 
ecutives or professional men who 
allegedly benefited from the 
irregular loans. These included Ar- 
cangelo Belli, vice-chairman of 
Socleta Generale Immobfliare 
Sogene. a leading Rome real estate 
company. 


Madrid murderers given 


193-year jail sentences 


MADRID (Reuter). — A Madrid 
court yesterday sentenced two 
ultra-rightists to 193 years In jail 
each for the murder of four Com- 
munist lawyers and an assistant 
three years ago. legal sources said. 

Three other people involved in 
the "Atocha massacre" were given 
sentences ranging from 73 years to 
one year in jail. 

The two main defendants, 33- 
year-old Jose Fernand ex Cerra 
and Carlos Garcia Julia. 24. ad- 
mitted shooting the lawyers in their 
office In the central Madrid Atocha 
street. Four other lawyers were 
seriously wounded in the shooting, 
which took place during a week of 


political violence seen by the 
governement as an attempt to 
provoke the military into halting 
Spain's transition to democracy. 

Francisco Alb&ladejo was 
sentenced to 73 years on charges of 
organising and covering up the 
shooting. Leocadlo Jlmenes 
Aravaca and Gloria Herguedaa 
were sentenced to four years and 
two months and one year respec- 
tively. 


The week-long trial ended In up- 
roar last Tuesday with biue-shirted 
youths giving the fascist salute and 
singing the Phalangist hymn in 
court. 


Little hope in Belfast talks 


BELFAST (Reuter). — British- 
sponsored talks on the political 
future In violence-racked Northern 
Ireland have virtually failed, accor- 
ding to sources close to the con- 
ference. 

The talks began two months ago 
with the limited aim of restoring a 
form of local government to the 
province. 

But Catholic and Protestant par- 
ty leaders meeting under heavy 
British army protection at Stor- 
mont Castle hare agreed only on an 
agenda, and that took a month of 
debate. 

Britain has ruled Northern 
Ireland directly since 1972, when it 
abolished the Protestant-controlled 
parliament to help avert civil war 
between the half-million Irish 
Catholics and the one million 
Protestants loyal to 'Britain. 

Despite a tight news blackout on 
'the conference, it has become clear 
'that there (s no prospect of the two 


sides burying centuries of ill-feeling 
and agreeing to work out a new 
political system. 

The talks are continuing, but it is 
now generally expected that 
Britain's Northern Ireland 
secretary, Humphrey Atkins, will 
have to report to Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher that prospects 
of political agreement in the 
province are minimal. 


47 die eit route 
toXagos prison 


LONDON (Reuter). — Forty-seven 
prisoners died in the Nigerian 
capital of Lagos on Monday while 
being taken by police from a 
magistrate’s court to prison. Radio 
Lagos said yesterday. 

The police did not give the cir- 
cumstances of the deaths and “ex- 
pressed r regret at the -sad: oc-’ 
curfthce," the radio said. 


African leaders cheer Mugabe’s victory 


LONDON (Reuter). — ' Black 
African countries expressed delight 
yesterday at Robert Mugabe’s 
landslide victory in the Rhodesian 
elections, but the result drew words 
of warning from white-ruled South 
Africa. 

In London, news of the victory by 
the marxist-ieanlng guerrilla sent 
prices of Rhodesian government 
bonds tumbling. Shares of firms 
with interests in Rhodesia also fell. 

Among the first countries to react 
were Tanzania, Zambia, Mozam- 
bique and Botswana, which along 
with Angola make up the five so- 
called '•front-line" black states 
neighbouring Rhodesia. 

"It's a happy moment for us and 
for all those in this continent who 
have genuinely supported the 
struggle of the people of Zim- 
babwe," Zambian President 
Kenneth Kuanda told a news con- 
ference. 

In Dar ea Salaam, Tanzanian 
President Julius Nyerer told 
reporters he had been wrong when 
he said last week that Britain would 
tig the elections. 

"This Is not the first time I have 


been proved wrong and this is not 
the first time that I am very pleas- 
ed that I am wrong," he said. 

By contrast, &buth Africa's 
Prime Minister Pieter Botha said: 
"The result is a decision by the peo- 
ple' of Rhodesia. They will have to 
work it out for themselves and live 
with it." 

. He also Issued a warning to 
Mugabe, saying any neighbour 
which allowed Its territory to be 
used for attacks on South Africa 
would "have to face all the force of 
the republic's strength." 

In Washington, State Department 
officials expressed surprise at the 
size of Mugabe's victory, but they 
were hopeful that they could 
develop normal relations with his 
government. Donald McHenry, 
U.S. ambassador to the UN told a 
press conference “It’s very clear 
Mugabe's support is extensive" and 
that - Bishop Muzorewa's election 
last year was "due to particular cir- 
cumstances." 

An Egyptian Foreign Ministry of- 
ficial in Cairo said that the election 
result is a "victory not just for Zim- 
babwe but for all Africans." 


Australia's Prime. Minister. 
Malcolm Fraser wished the new 
Mugabe government good fortune 
and said in a television Interview: 
"I think It la important to have in 
mind that people were fighting for 
the right of black people to be equal 
with other people." 

The Soviet Union, In its first 
response to Mugabe's victory, saw 
the danger of aggression as coming 
from South Africa rather than the„ 
other way around. 

"The young Independent state Is 
making Its first steps In conditions 
of a growing danger of aggression 
from the racialist regime of the 
South African republic and its Im- 
perialist allies." 

Commonwealth Secretary- 
General Shridath Ramphal said in 
London that the election "brought 
us close to the end of a long night for 
the people of Zimbabwe.” 

In The Hague, the Dutch govern- 
ment praised the conduct of the 
election and a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said: "We can assume 
that the result of the elections 
reflects the wishes of the people.* 


Trudeau selects 33-man cabinet 


OTTAWA (AP). — Pierre Trudeau 
returned from a nine-month 
absence as prime minister on Mon- 
day with a cabinet that balances 
veterans with new faces and which 
observers say may bring left- 
leaning. and nationalist policies. 

Trudeau handed the Finance 
portfolio to Allan MacEachen, a 
Cape Bretoner who baa held several 


key cabinet posts under both Lester 
Pearson and Trudeau. 


Others among the 33-member 
cabinet include: Herb Gray, 48, In- 
dustry. Trade and Commerce; 
Marc LaLonde, 30, Energy; Mark 
MacGulg&n, 49, External Affairs; 
GUIes LaMontagne. 61, Defence; 
and Jean-Luc Pepin, 55, Transport, 


Saadis give Princeton $5m. for research 


PRINCETON, New Jersey

officials said on Monday. 

Under a separate agreement, 
Princeton wifi help the University 
of Riyadh expand its own life

: The gift will be used to Improve 
Princeton's research in 
developmental biology and 
neurobiology. 

The agreement also provides for 
the exchange of faculty members 
and for the admission of qualified 
Saudi students to Princeton. 


Tito shows 'improvement,’ but still ‘grave’ 


BELGRADE (Reuter). — Yugosla- 
vian President Josip Bros Tito 
Showed .some improvement yester- 
day for the first time in 12 days, hut 
doctors said his condition remained 
grave. 

The medical team treating the 87- 
year-old Communist leader 
repotted signs that an attack of 
pneumonia was subsiding, leaving 
him still critically ill with heart and 
kidney ailments. It was the first 


medical bulletin to mention even a 
slight improvement since doctors 
announced on February 22 that his 
weakened kidney functions had 


been successfully taken over by 
dialysis machine. 


Tito, whose left leg was am

Kennedy confident 
of home victory 
against Carter 


BOSTON (AP). — Massachusetts 
Democrats voted yesterday In a 
presidential primary election 
which Senator Edward Kennedy, on 
home ground, said he would win 
over President Jimmy Carter. 
George Bush and a resurgent 
Ronald Reagan competed for top 
spot In a crowded Republican field. 

The first poll* opened shortly 
after sunrise in an election that 
awards 111 votes for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion and 42 Republican nominating 
votes. So far. Carter b&a won 5S 
delegates, Kennedy 86. It will take 
1,866 to win the Democratic 
nomination. 

As many as 1.5 million voters 
were expected to cast ballots in the 
first of the big state presidential 
campaign tests. First results were 
not expected before 0400 GMT (6 
a.m. today in Israel), . 


U.S. bank sets record 
prime rate of 17.25% 


NEW YORK (AP). — Chase 
Manhattan Bank raised Its prime 
lending rate yesterday to a record 
17.25 per cent, continuing the rapid 
rise in U.S. interest rates following 
new efforts to tighten credit. 

Chase Manhattan, the third- 
largest commercial bank in the 
U.S., said that the demand for loans 
was "very strong" even at a prime 
rate of 16.75 per cent, which was 
adopted only last Friday by major 
American banka.

PEKING (Reuter) . — China for the 
first time has revealed details' of 
the death of former head of state 
Liu Shaoql. purged during the 
Cultural Revolution 12 years ago. 

"The Workers TJaily,” to a i°nf 
article by five of Liu's children, 
said he died to prison to Kalfengin 
the central province of Henan to 
November 1W9. JUu would then 
have been 71. Cause of death was 
not given. . . ■ ! 

In the article, the children ex- 
pressed their thanks for the deci- 
sion by the Chinese Communist: 
Party to posthumously rehabilitate • 
their father 12 years attar he was 
removed from all- posts and 
denounced as "a renegade, traitor 
and scab." The decision was -an- 
nounced last Friday at the.end of a 
major meeting of the party’s Cen- 
tral Committee. 

"What hurts most Is that father is 
not here personally to see today’s . 
victory. He left us a long time ago 
when he died to Kaifeng prison at 
6:40 a.m. on November 12, 1969," . 
the children said in the article. 

The article said Liu's wife, Wang 
Guanginef, who was rehabilitated 
anH given an important post to the 
Academy of Social Sciences last 
year, had. been imprisoned and at 
one time even sentenced to death. 

The children said . their grand- 
mother and two elder brothers, Liu 
Yunbln and Liu Yuxnruo. also died 
“tragic deaths" to the Cultural 
Revolution.

kosher. Intermarriage is practical- 
ly unknown. Indeed, intermarriage 
here , is when someone marries a 
Jew not of Syrian origin. At a recent 
anniversary party,, out of 40 
couples, only two spouses were of 
European Jewish stock. 

Some of the men, but only five 
women, commute dally to Manhat- 
tan, a 90-minute journey in four 
buses hired by the community so 
that they can travel together. On 
two of the buses, afternoon and 
evening services are held on the 
journey home. A warm family feel- 
iiy w B— Hta aiBrs 1 communi ty. 
One-girl Is quoted as saying: "Toe 
woman's role is restricted and that 
bothers me a little, but It’s not 
enough to make me go the other 
way." Her sister, who commutes to 
-college, was asked why she didn't 
live In the city and answered. “I 
could never be happy without my 
family." And. in fact, everyone is 
family. Through marriage ties, 
everyone Is related to everyone 
else. 

Parents are firm in supervising 
dating. A boy cannot take a girl out 
before she is 16 , and some parents 
say not even then if the boy is not a 
Syrian. Weddings retain an exotic 
Middle Eastern quality. The groom 
sends his bride-to-be a white orchid 
for every Sbabbat as long as they 
are engx^edl A week before the 
wedding he sends a silver tray with 
perfumes, soaps, bridal negligees 
and slippers, sweets, jewelry and a 
purse with $26 (according to the 
numerical value of the Divine 
name). Originally, these trays 
carried only the necessities for the 
bride’s visit to the mlkve, but today 
they are overloaded. 

THE COUPLE'S first son and 
daughter are Invariably^ named 
after the husband’s parents, even 12 
they are still living. The next son 
and daughter are named after the 
wife’s parents. They have to wait 
for the fifth child before they can 
exercise their own choice. But. in 
any case, every son has the same 
middle name as his father. 
However, Americaigzation is felt; 
some of the women are called Bon- 
nie, Karen and Robin. 

The Syrians love parties and many 
of these are synagogue-related. 
There are musical groups — a 
singer accompanied by men play- 
ing oriental instruments — who 
make the rounds of these parties. 
Even baseball is synagogue- 
oriented. One rabbi is the league 
commissioner and another throws 
out the first ball. Hie community 
has been negotiating for their own

The Jews are generous in giving 
for their communal needs.

Hie rabbi of the c omm u n ity. Rab- 
bi Isaac Dwek, who waa born In 
Syria, waa active in trying to secure 
the emigration of 500 young women 
from Syria who have no hope of 
marriage there. In 1978, they were 
allowed to bring out 18 of 
marriageable age on condition that 
the 13 hod documented marriage 
proposals. Rabbi Dwek gathered 
these in 24 hours and the girls were 
allowed to leave! "Recently," says 
Rabbi Dwek, "we learned that the 
Syrian government is willing to let 
another half-dosan leave. Whether 
it will come to peas, we don’t know. 

It seems to he contingent upon the 
promise of $90m. In American aid." 

This picture could be completed 
with the note that 28,000 Syrian. ' 
Jews, 1,000 Egyptian Jews and a • 
few hundred L ebanese Hve In and 
around Ocean Boulevard, 
Brooklyn, and are equally close- 
knit and synagogue-oriented. They 
have climbed the economic ladder 
and are generous in raising money 
for communal causes. They tend to 
mind their own business and stick 
together. For their summer 
holidays, they head for Bradley 
Beach, ' New Jersey or to - Deal, .

Brooklyn, too, few Syrian Jews ■ 
marry outside Syrian, or at least 
Sephardi, circles.

According to Dr. M. there are 
only 3S0 vets In Israel, of whom 20 
are unemployed. Of those who 
came from abroad, he knows of one 
other Canadian, one American, one 
Mexican and several South 
Africans. 

When he informed his parents of 
his intention to study veterinary 
medicine, they were hardly over- 
joyed. "Are you mad?” they asked. 
Their negative reaction merely 
reinforced his determination. Be 
remained obstinate In the face of 
both pleading and shouting — and 
has no regrets. While I was in Ms 
waiting room, two little boys came 
in hugging a mongrel puppy which 
had followed one of them home. 
They were not so Interested in hav- 
ing the puppy examined as in 
recruiting Dr. M. as an envoy to 
persuade the parents of one of them 
to let him keep the dog. The second 
boy already had a dog of fair own. 

"I can’t help you where your 
parents arc concerned,” Dr. M. told 
the anxious youngster, "but I'll 
have a look at the dog.** After In- 
specting the puppy's mouth, ears 
and belly, he pronounced it to be in 
satisfactory condition. "Now, take 
her home and give her something to 
eat.” he said. "You can feed her 
anything except raw meat or 
chicken bones. By the way, does 
your mother know about her?" 

The youngster shook Ms head and 
divulged that he was going to hide 
the puppy In the bomb shelter. 

On the day that we met. he had 
performed an operation in the the 
morning on a Saluki dog with a 
broken leg. He later checked a St. 
Bernard bitch whose owner was 
terrified of an unwanted pregnan- 
cy. 

Having to play psychologist 
bothers him. "It's not part of my 
training." he says, but like It or not, 
he has to counsel owners of sick 
pets or animals which have just 
died. The hardest job Is to convince 
nn animal lover of the need to 
destroy a pet. “Some animal 
lovers,” he observes, ."treat 
animals better than they treat 
humnns." 

Then there is the opposite situa- 
tion of people who are terrified of 
dogs nnd oaoa the fear onto their 
children. This problem will solve 


itself with time, he feels, people . 
will become more accustomed to 
animals as the pet population 
grows. Ten years ago, it was very 
rare for non-Europeans in Israel to 
have pets, he says. "A Sephardic or 
an Arab faMrlly wouldn't t hin k of 
having a dog. Now* & lot of them 
do." 

The growing number of strays 
wandering the streets has probably 
helped to diminish fear of four- 
legged creatures, but the strays 
themselves are problematic. Many 
Jerusalem streets are oyer-run 
with cats. "The cal.prbblem” say* 
Dr. M. "is a function of garbarge - 
control. The amount of garbage 
spread over the streets is fantastic. 
Clean up the garbage and you’ll 
have fewer cats.” 

On the other hand, cats are 
preferable to rats and mice, and 
while the cats are around, the nasty 
little rodents keep their distance. 

Getting back to doga, which have 
recently been the subjects of .con- 
troversy, Dr. M. does not take the 
same tough attitude os the Tel Aviv 
Municipality. While be agrees that - 
all dogs should be leashed in public 
places, he doesn’t see the need for 
muzzling them, except in crowds. 

He CAn well understand the 
frustrations . of dog owners wbo 
protest that their pets are well . 
trained, but not all dogs, are, and 
the leash and muzzle laws are 
designed to protect the public from . 
dogs which don't rospond readily to 
an owner's command.

New pots and pans plant 
in Carmiel employs 190

Xnmalem Post Reporter . 
CARMIEL. — The country's newest 
manufacturer of enam.el-coated- 
pots and pans,- who so far has 
produced only for export, will also 
sell : on the local market. Meron 
Metal Industries, a. subsidiary of 
the South African Hendlers 
Household ware Co., to expected to 
produce over two million units this 
year and reach $?ra..1n exports, 
general manager Alan Friedman 
told the press here on Monday. 

The six-month old ILl40m. Meron 
plant Is to be inaugurated today by 
Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon- Patt. It employs 
190-people, half of them women, all 
living in Carmiel or vicinity. 
Production lines include 
casseroles, frylngp&ns and cooking 
pots, of different colours and 
designs. 

Hendler's “Pointer** and 
“Danya” kitchenware brands have 
been marketed here since 1972, with 
good .acceptance, 32 year old Fried- 
man said. The company chose to 
open* a subsidiary here — its first 
outside South Africa — mostly 
because of the country's vicinity to 
the European Common Market, he 
explained. 

“Strangely enough, despite our 
subsidiary here, we had to import 


all finished items for the local 
market from, the parent company. 
The government levies much 
heavier taxes on raw materials, . 
such as plastic fittings , than on the 
finished goods. So we had little 
choice." Friedman said. 

The management of Meron Metal 
Industries has long negotiated with 
the Industry Ministry about chang- 
ing the tax structure, he added, and 
by April the firm will start produc- 
ing for the local market.' 

Friedman claimed to have no 
■fear of competition. The only 
manufacturers of kitchenware here 
work with stainless steel, which, ac- 
cording to him makes for a less ef- 
ficient and less handsome product 
than enamel. "Cooking is easier 
and fas ter. In enamel pots and pans, 
which in addition are more 
decorative and easier to handle," 
he said. 

Hendlers House hold ware started 
in Boksburg, South Africa in 1920 as 
a typical Jewish family-business. 
Friedman’s grandfather used to 
make enamel Items for the use of 
his own family.. Friends and 
neighbours liked what he made and 
started buying. Twenty years later 
the hobby already supplied the 
family's main livelihood. Today 
Hendlers has over 2.000 employees 
at its plant and dozens of sales 
agents throughout the world.

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The obsession 


PRESIDENT Carter has now backtracked on the matter of the 
U.S. vote In the Security Council on the issue of the Israeh 
settlements in the areas that Israel calls administered and the 
rest of the world, including the U.S., terms occupied. Premier 
Begin, however, is sticking to his guns on the substance ol the 

issue. . . 

Yesterday he carried the entire Cabinet with him in a ringing 

reaffirmation of the inalienable rights of the Jfws to 
anywhere in EreU Israel. ‘‘Doves'*, and “hawks" alike Joined 
in backing this minimal official consensus. 

What expression this consensus is to be given in Hebron, the 
immediate cause of the latest Security Council action, remains 
uncertain. Because Cabinet members have somewhat differing 
views on this subject, a decision was again put off. 

It is clear, of course, that Mr. Carter only admitted error in 
endorsing a resolution that urged the immediate dismantling of 
all settlements, including the new neighbourhoods in East 
Jerusalem. This idea Is now declared to be not only impractical, 
as U.S. Ambassador McHenry Informed the council, but im- 
proper as well. ._ . . . 

The White House olive branch carried no suggestion that the 
U.S. president had changed his mind on the legality of the 
settlements, nor on their contribution to the peace. To all intents 
Mr. Carter remains committed to the notion that they are il- 
legal. and an obstacle to the peace. 

According to his own lights, then, Mr. Begin could feel 
justified In retorting that the settlements simply are none of 
anybody's business but Israel's; and that this applied, among 
other places, to settlement in Hebron. 

Some of the ministers who went along with Mr. Begin must 
think that occasional lip service to the inalienable right of settle- 
ment need cause no harm, so long as it does not mean large- 
scale Jewish Intrusion Into thickly Arab-populated localities, 
such as Hebron. If actual settlement were confined to 
strategically vital areas, they might even become acceptable — 
at least as bargaining counters. 

So they might, indeed, but not while the "right-to-settlement" 
is invoked to legitimize their spread into every nook and cranny 
of Eretz Israel beyond the "green line" — as an instrument of 
Israel's sovereign power. 

To Mr. Begin's mind, the settlements are a hedge against the 
reversion of the territories occupied In 1967 to “alien rule," 
notably through the rise of a FLO state. But the only viable 
alternative to such a state is a deal with Jordan. Having 
already affirmed his recognition of “the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people and their just requirements" in the Camp 
David agreements, Mr. Begin can only rid himself of the in- 
cubus of Palestinian self-determination by saddling King Hus- 
sein with it. 

It has lately been suggested, from on high, that Hebron is 
basically indistinguishable from Jerusalem in terms of its 
Jewish affinity. As a guide to policy, this analogy could only 
lead to Jerusalem being reduced to the status of Hebron in 
terms of its linkage to Israel. 

Aren't there enough ministers in Mr. Be gin's Cabinet to ap- 
preciate this elementary truth? 


Mr. Hurvitz’s turn 


MONDAY night’s new cost-of-living agreement is a com- 
promise in which neither the employers nor the Hiatadrut have 
come out as losers. The employers will not be bound to pay an 
automatic 100 per cent compensation for inflation, while wage 
earners will get a somewhat higher protection of their real 
wages than in the past. 

This will be done by means of three adjustments — two that 
have been agreed upon, and one that is still up to the Treasury. 

It is agreed that the cost-of-living allowance will be pegged to 
80 per cent of inflation Instead of the outdated 70 per cent that 
had been in force since April 1976; and that it will be paid 
quarterly instead of semi-annually — an arrangement that ta 
practice fell into abeyance in 1979. 

What remains to be decided upon is the suggested ad- 
justments of the income tax brackets. When he meets with the 
employers and the Hlstadrut on Friday, Finance Minister Hur- 
vltz will probably use the idea for all It’s worth in an effort to 
freeze wage contracts expiring this month for a full year. 

For their part, the employers and the Hiatadrut have an- 
nounced that there will be no such freeze. Appearances to the 
contrary, this is a reasonable and responsible tack. 

It provides for greater flexibility in fixing wages than the 
policy broached by the Treasury — 100 per cent cost-of-living 
allowance plus a tax bracket adjustment, in exchange for a 
wage freeze. It also reduces the danger of Industrial shutdowns 
and soaring unemployment. 

The wage freeze proposal put forward by the Treasury land 
endorsed by the Cabinet) would be unwise. One good reason is 
that by April 1981 the country is likely to be tn the midst of an 
election campaign. Governments are notoriously reluctant to 
resist wage demands at such a time, while unions are at their 
most recalcitrant. 

By definition, this would leave the next administration, 
regardless of party, in the worst ever economic morass. 

Mr. Hurvitz would be well advised not to follow the example of 
his immediate predecessor, whose handling of wage 1 
negotiations only helped create a near-permanent state of 
labour unrest. Wage earners are now apparently willing to 
accept a de facto freeze on real wages. The Hiatadrut 's position 
seems to reflect this attitude correctly. 

The precondition, however, is a credible wage and tax policy 
— and that means scrupulous abstention from anything that 
may be seen as underhanded measures designed to reduce real 
wages indirectly. The budget contains quite a few measures of 
this kind. 

Negotiations for new wage agreements, rather than being put 
off, should be speeded up as much as possible, for nothing is 
more inflationary than large retroactive payments. If they coin- 
cide with the predictable spending spree in the election year, the 
results might be disastrous. 

If the finance minister wishes to regain some of the credibility 
lost through the hasty and showy measures of ten days ago, and 
by his unrealistic budget, he may do himself and the country a 
favour by endorsing the agreement between the employers and 
the Hlstadrut In all its aspects. 

He should adjust the tax brackets, accept the opening of wage 
negotiations, show that he la living up to his declared policy 
ox maintaining real wages, and do his bit to give the countxy 
peace on the labour front. He knows, better than anyone else, 
that he has enough other fronts on which to do battle.

Post Middle East Affairs Editor ANAN SAFADI describes 
the complex task facing Israeli journalists who seek to 

reflect the current mood in Egypt. 


ISRAELIS should be encouraged to 
visit Egypt — rather than rely en- 
tirely on the media — to see tor 
themselves how the Egyptians are 
responding to tbe establishment of 
peace with Israel. 

For the task of getting aqualnted 
with Egypt and its 40 million people 
Is too complex for a newsman, or 
even a team of newsmen, to cope 
with adequately under the cir- 
cumstances. There are three 
hurdles which Israeli 'journalists 
confront In trying to reflect the 
mood In Egypt today. 

The first is the difference in tem- 
po. This can be fascinating tor 
visitors but causes frustrations for 
a correspondent of a dally 
newspaper, bearing in mind the 
eagerness of his readers tor im- 
mediate information about reac- 
tions in Egypt to the peace process, 
the exchange of ambassado rs, th e 
normalization of relations. Egypt’s 
easy-going nature and large 
bureaucracy makes the Journalist's 
mission extremely trying. 

The second problem Is the lack of 
technical facilities: Telephone and 
telex communications are Inade- 
quate. Before a report is filed 
through one of the international 
news agencies, a good deal of 
travelling is Involved between 
sources and a good deal of time Is 
wasted waiting tor taxis which, 
once found, often get caught up In 
Cairo's chronic traffic jams. The 
problems of gathering information 
can therefore affect a newsman's 
judgment about the information 
Itself. 

A third obstacle Is the heavy 
dependence on official sources for 
information. The state press centre 
personnel who deal with foreign 
correspondents try in their own 
way to hinder rather than promote 
news gathering — especially In- 


dependent efforts by journalists to 
develop direct access to sources. 

The immediate sources of Infor- 
mation are the state-controlled 
newspapers, radio and TV; They 
focus almost daily on half a dozen 
topics — President Anwar Sadat’s 
activities, government moves in 
combating domestic problems, dif- 
ficulties plaguing one or another 
Arab state {particularly Saudi 
Arabia and Syria, both of which 
have been hostile to Egypt's peace 
with Israeli , U.S. policy statements 
cm the Middle East, and anti-Soviet 
reports concerning the Kremlin’s 
Invasion of Afghanistan. 

Israel Is mostly mentioned In 
banner headlines reports which 
emphasize Egypt’s quest for an 
< early withdrawal by Israel from 
the rest of Sinai, the establishment 
of complete autonomy In the West 
Bank and Gaza, or within the con- 
text of Egypt's opposition to 
Israel’s settlement policy in those 
territories. News of direct contact 
or exchanges of visits between the 
two countries seem to be sup- 
pressed. 

Newsmen accustomed to follow- 
ing regional and world events find 
themselves cut off, particularly 
from events In other parts of the 
Middle East With the BBC and the 
Voice of America concentrating on 
International affairs, Israel’s 
broadcasting services are very 
useful compared to those of Arab 
states, whose voices are silenced by 
Cairo's powerful and numerous 
broadcasting stations. 


■ — in his statesmanship as well as In 
his pledges that peace with Israel 
will solve the ills not only of Egypt 
but of the entire region; and a 
minority of Intellectuals, who are 
themselves roughly . divided into 
two -main tactions. 


IN TRYING TO assess the mood in 
Cairo from conversations with 
many sources during the past fort- 
night, it appears that Egyptians are 
divided Into two categories: The 
vast majority of ordinary Egyp- 
tians who simply believe in Sadat 


One group supports Sadat on-the 
assumption that the Egyptian 
leader is using diplomacy rather 
than the battlefield as a means to 
outsmart XsraeL . . 

The other opposes him on the 
assumption that his rapprochement 
with Israel Is at the expense of 

Egypt's ties with the rest of the 
Arab and Islamic world as well. as 
Egypt's commitments to other 
Arab nations Involved in the con- 
flict with Israel, including the 
Palestinians. 

Spokesmen for the political . op- 
position point out that they are not 
apposed to peace with Israel, but 
rather to the normalization Of 
relations between the two countries 
before Israel's withdrawal from all 
of Sinai and other Arab territory 
captured In the 1967 war. 

The division within the ranks of 
the Intellectuals la clearly reflected 
In the views of government officials 
who, despite their cordiality, are 
still hesitant on the subject of nor- 
malization. 

In answering questions from 
Israeli newsmen, they confine 
themselves to terse replies, and 
they avoid substantive discussion 
with official Israeli delegations by 
sending them on organized tours of 
Alexandria, Luxor or Aswan. 




OFFICIALS In Cairo make no 
secret of their desire . to see 
progress in the autonomy 
negotiations before Involving, 
themselves in concrete moves* 
toward Implementing full nor- 


malization of relations between the 
two countries. . 

Unlike Sadat and his closest 
associates, officials in 'the .various 
ministries appear to be Inhibited by ■. 
the transformation of a minority ’ 
opposition led by Khaled Mohieddin 
into & united opposition that has ; 
rallied opponents of the govern-. 
ment on three major Issues:. 

The first is the pace of normaliza-. 
tion. which critics want slowed 
down until a comprehensive Middle 
East settlement acceptable to other 
Arabs Is achieved. Tbe second Is 
Sadat’s insistence on drafting. .a 
“law of ahame'- aimed at curbing 
activities by critics of the ad- 
ministration. And the third is the 
country's ailing economy- 

These issues have thrown, 
together conservatives in several 
independent .professional syn* - 
dicates, leftists in the Socialist 
Labour Party and the Unionist 
Progressive Party 1 , and the

The new Iranian parliament will decide the fate of the U.S. 
hostages in Teheran — and that could take at least two 
months, writes DANIEL SMITH. 


Elections for the parliament are 
to be held this month in two stages 
starting on March 14. And as 
Ayatollah Beheshtl pointed out, 
parliament Is unlikely to sit until 
the end of the first week of April. 

That is only six weeks away, but 


the session to discuss tbe hostages 
may not he for a further four weeks 
because parliament will need time 
to "organize Itself," Ayatollah 
Beheshtl said. 

The opening session will be tbe 
first since the revolution and the 
first under the new constitution of 
the Islamic republic. It will, 
therefore, have to elect a speaker 
and work out procedures before 
getting down to business. 


AYATOLLAH BEHSSHTI sets hi* 
remarks firmly in the context of a 
debate in parliament in which the 
hostages will have uncertain priori- 
ty. The issue may develop into an 
early trial of strength tor President 
Bani-Sadr. 

His position, although more 
moderate than that of the students 
in the embassy, is still tough. Apart

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HOLOCAUST CONFUSION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Pott 


Sir. — One point remains to be 
added to Professor Yehuda Bauer’s 
Important article about "Holocaust 
Confusion" (February 34). The 
generalizations about the 
Holocaust, blurring the uniqueness 
of the Final Solution, ore no acci- 
dent. The confusion did not come 
about of Itself, nor is it without pur- 
pose. It is programmatic. Reducing 
the impact of the Final Solution Is 
intented to reduce the psy- 
chological barrier against further 
attacks on the Jews. "Everybody 
suffered" la a persistently ac- 
tivated slogan, constantly dis- 
seminated by the anti-Israel left. 
neo-Nazis, and unfortunately some 
pro- Arab propagandists. 


I happened first to encounter this 
slogan in the 1990s In falsifications 
of the stage version of "The Diary 
of Anne Frank." When I dramatiz- 
ed her words faithfully: "Perhaps 
through our Jewish suffering fee 


world will learn the good, and it Is 
for that reason and that reason 
alone that we have to suffer now," I 
found my version banned (It still 
is). Instead, she was made to say: 
“All races have suffered, some at 
one time, some at another." A 
group of Stalinists had gained in- 
fluence over Otto Frank and per- 
suaded him that his daughter's 
words had to be “universalized.” 
The contrast Is perhaps even today 
the clearest textual example of the 
campaign. 

The dictum roots back to the 
Stalinist treatment of the first 
mass destruction of Jews, at Babl* 
Tar. There must be no 
particularization of Jewlah victims 
— and the rule holds. The easily 
accepted “unlversalist" formula Is 
Indeed repeated by many Jews, and 
now by the President of the United 
States, without making any distinc- 
tion for genocide.

In May 1M4. the Nazis had 
already begun mass deportations of 
Hungarian Jews to Auschwitz. I 
was at this time executive director 
of the Rescue Committee of the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis of the 
U.S. A. and Canada with head- 
quarters In Switzerland. 

One Friday in May, we received a 
telegram from Czechoslovakia 
from Rabbi Michael Baer 
WeisamandJ, who was well Known 
for his work In the underground. 
Rabbi WelssxnandJ Informed us 
that 50-60,000 Jews were being 
transported weekly to Auschwitz, 
where they were all exterminated. 
These transports could be delayed 


at least six months by bombard- 
ment of two strategic . bridges. 
Prompted by the urgency of the 
situation. Rabbi Yitzcfaok Stem- 
buch, president of our organization, 
travelled by train to Bern on Friday 
evening, although It was already 
Shabbat, to meet the military at- 
taches of Great Britain, the U.S. 
and the US5R. All three promised 
to deliver the content of the 
telegram to the respective 
authorities dealing with such 
matters. 

The Russian never favoured us 
with a reply. The Americans In- 
formed us that the bridges did not 
He within their territorial sphere of 
operation, and the English sent us 
the following response: “We are 
conducting the war on strategic and 
not on humanitarian basis."

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REDISTRIBUTION OF MEDICAL CARE 


To th* Sditnr of The Jerusalem Poet 


Sir, — There Is much concern 
about young physicians becoming 
unemployed In Israel. There Is also 
evidence of a concentration of 
physicians in the Urge cities end 
few or none practising in the small, 
outlying communities. This kind of 
maldistribution tends to occur also 
in the U.S. 


One means of having physicians 
settle la rural or outlying areas has 
been to encourage them to practise 
as a medical group. Thus there are 
numerous medical groups com- 
prising at least three physicians 
practising In rural or semi-rural 
places In tbe U.S. Practising as a 
mcdieal group la Important for the 
physician, for he then tends not to 
feel isolated professionally; the 


wlfe/buiband of the physician, who 
la an Important factor In a decision 
to practise in an outlying region, 
also would not feel Isolated socially. 
There Is some evidence, too, that 
better medical care can be provid- 
ed patients by physicians prac- 
tising In a group than In solo prac- 
tice. There are other advantages. 

Such medical groups, perhaps In- 
itially assisted in organization by 
the Ministry of Health and oil .sick 
funds may well attract many young 
physicians at the start of their 
professional careers, and thereby 
be a means of attacking the. 
problems of pending unemploy- 
ment, current maldistribution and 
even Improvement of quality of 
medical care.
